: He : 

Lot-us tako tho caso of ‘Tho Philippine 
Talands.. It ia similar to that of Cuba 
excopt that Philippine domands for reform 
are nob-nearly so far reaching. They would 
be satisfied with : 1°. Tho oxpulaion of the 
Spanish friars. 2°. Laws inhibiting the 
practice of torture and violence: towards 
unconvicted prisoners—banishment orother 
punishmont without trial or sentence and 
arrest without warrant signed’ by a civil 
judgo.. 3°. A froo pardon 'to alll implicated 
in the present rebellion with restoration of 
thoirconfiseated properties. These demands 
are surely reasonatle enough, and is there 
any chances of thes. being conceded? By 
no means, for Spain has not yet lost; all 
hopo of being sblo to thrash the Philippine 
islanders into submission. If Spain is for- 
tunate enough. to pacify Ouba, the proba- 
bilities of succeas for the Philippine robels 
will be’ vory'mall, forall her energies and 
mutorin] resources can thon be concentrated 
against tho Philippino rising, The 28,000 
Spanish troops already thera are, ‘0 far, 
proving to bo sufficient, If thoy are retained 
there from year to year they will eventually 
do more harm than good. ». Under tho oxist- 
ing short-sighted policy covery facility is 
givon to those who wish to remain in the 
Colony. Many will be allowed to complete 
their term “of inilitary sorvice in the sivil 
guard, carabineor and other corps, and 
settle down to civil life with the result that 
the next generation. of tha€ effervescent 
class—the half-caists—will be replenished. 
The two rebel leaders, Emilio Aguinaldo 
and Ilanera, really hold no’ district 
absolutely. .Their followors, ot most, 
are wandoring bands, hard pressed for pro- 
visions, without’ one decisive point gained, 
When they do meet the Spanish forces they 
exhibit great ‘pluck.
